History records that Walt was on a train with his wife, Lil- 
lian, returning from a trip to New York. For some days he had 


been doodling around with a new cartoon idea. . . a mouse he 
had named Mortimer. Lillian didn’t care for the name Mortimer 
and suggested to Walt that he use Mickey ... hence our 


number one citizen acquired his world-famous name. 

Walt went on to produce “Steamboat Willie”, the first ani- 
mated cartoon with sound. It premiered at the Colony Theater 
and was a smash hit, launching both Mickey and Walt on a 
career that would eventually circle the globe by film, television, 
theme parks, publications and merchandise. Happy 47th birth- 
day, Mickey!
